DETAILED ACTION 

Claims 10, 13 and 14 have been canceled. Therefore, claims 1-9, 11, 12 and 15- 
62 are currently pending in this application. Claims 9, 12 and 15 are withdrawn from 
further consideration by the Examiner, 37 C.F.R. § 1 .142(b), as being drawn to a non- 
elected invention. The withdrawn subject matter is patentably distinct from the elected 
subject matter as it differs in structure and element and would require separate search 
considerations. In addition, a reference, which anticipates one group, would not render 
obvious the other. 

Examiner's Amendment 

An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes 
and/or additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided 
by 37 CFR 1 .31 2.

Reasons for Allowance 

Claims 1 -8 were rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 1 2, first paragraph, because the 
specification, while being enabling for the compounds of formula (I) and 
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pharmaceutical^ acceptable salts thereof, does not reasonably provide enablement for 
solvates thereof. Applicant's amendment filed on September 02, 2009 is sufficient to 
overcome the rejection. Nothing known in the art anticipates or renders the compounds 
and processes as described in this application obvious. Therefore, claims 1-8, 1 1 and 
16-62 are allowable.
